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THE CALIFORNIA EARTHQUAKE,

Particalars of the Lust “Shale’' ~The Panio In
Hoteln, Mchools, Churches, and Pablie
Bumildings. )

BAyH: —
{'hern was a very lively and disagreeably qu-
gestive shock of earthquake yesterday, which,
accordlog to the observation of Thomas Ten-
nent, occurred at 12 minutes and 22 seconds
past 12 o'clock, M., with a duration of suven
seconds, and a direction of southeast and nortL-
west, It wae suflicient to eause a general panic,
but no damage was done to baolldings, sither
publie or private, so far as we could ascertain at
the time of golog o preas, .

The excitement at the Clty Hall,'which was
thropgred with people, was intense, and a gene-
ral stampede was made for the doors, as public
confidence in the nubim‘r of that structure s
pot very strong. In the Police Court, the exami-
nation of s gambling case was about com-
menciog. Lawyers, officers, and prisoners
started for the door, but Judge Sawyer called
out —*'1t Is over; stop these men !’ he bailiff
obeyed, and shut the door, Ina few minutes
there was not many people remaining in the
hiall, and ite vicinity was thronged. The pris-
opers in the buzement were in o tight place, and
felt more than ever the value of liberty.

At the hotels In the city the consteraastion was
great. There was a universal stampede for the
oniside, ILadies and children screamed, and
many of the former falnted, through fear and
terror. Evory streot was black with people,
before the shock had fairly ceased.

At the Washington Street Baptist Church there
wae & large congregation in attendance on fune-
ral ceremnonies, There was the silence of the
tomb, aud the choir had jost struck up “The
Rock of Ages,” when the carth lifted and
tremblod. All Knew instantly what was at hand.
The pastor and congregation were seized with
the impulse to run, and a rush was made for
the door. Fonr or five ladies fainted and fell
down In the alales; others sereamed and called
for help. Beveral teams in front of the church
ran away. Some of the ladies were pat in
carringes and conveyed home in an nneonscions
state. orl.nnalelf no one was serionsly Injured.

Immedintely after the earth’s trembling had
eubeided, the streets preseuted an interesting

orama. The man who was not frightened —
ut who gtill trembled from fear—could be seen
talking and making gestures. Then there was
the man who was sure great damage had been
done, almost dislocating his neck to look at the
upper stories of tall bulldings and straining his
eyes o find a shattered pane of glass. To
him overy.little crevice appeared double its
real size, sud every other bollding seemed out
of plumb,

A boxom matron of about forty-five summers
was wending her way along Battery street, noar
Washington, when the shock commenced, and
shie was perfectly demoralized for the time
belng.  Cootrary to the geperal estimate of
maternal feeling, she deposited her cherab on
the curbgtone and etarted off on a keen ruon,
She subsequently remembered that ghe had left
something behind, and returned for the babe,

It was fortunate that the shock oceurred about
the time for recess at the schools, €0 that many
of the children were playing around in the
yards. In the schools which were in session at
the time, the teachiers generally were cool and
self-possessed, koeeping the children under
control,

At the branch of the High School and the
Tralulng School In the Jewlsh Bynagegue on
Butter street, quite a panie oceurred, and the
shock s eald to have been very vigorons,
Several of the misses fauinted, but no one wus
injured.

There are 600 voung ladies attending the
Rincon Girls' Grammar Bchool, snd we learn
from Mr. Knowlton, Principal, that not one left
her seat nntil the school was dismissed.

A reporter of the Bulletin was in the Harbor
Police Station, on Davis street, near Paelfic,
conversing with several guardians of the peace.
It is needless to remark that the shocks changed
the current of the conversation. The buildings
amd plles swayed and creaked, but the waters of
the bay showed no unusual commotion. The
people around the wharves scemed little fright-
ened, and evidently felt comparatively secure in
their loeation.

The old Merchants' Exchange had some of the
old crevices widenud a little, but not enough to
accomplish any harm.

Reading-room, chess-room, and magoazine-
room were quickly emptied of thelr occupants
al the Mercantlle Library, when the shock was
felt, and the terrified men came pouring pell-
mell down the broad stairway. Books were
thrown nside, chessmen scaltered in all diree-
tions, and the ldea of '‘take care of yoursell
and pever mind your neighbor™ took imstanta-
neous porsession of every one. There was not
time even for an exchange of opinions upon the
probable extent of the danger. The rattling ot
chandeliers first proclaimed the vibration of the
building, and those who galned the street first
looked up with pallld faces, fearing to see the
bricks coma clattering upon them.

Those who wore partaking of their mid-day
meal in the Merchants' Exchange dropped
knives and plates and rnshed for the doors.
From the rooms up stalrs the men eame rushing
down, and California street was soon inll,
and the buildings deserted. In the entry
the Bank of Britlsh North Ameriea, a2 woman
leaned agalnst a wall perfectly paralyzed
with fear, and, by way of shutting out the dan-
wer, ostrich-like, she drew her shawl over her
bead and awaited the coming of the enemy.

A gentleman who had veen enjoylng his bath
in the Occldental Hotel, appeared in the street
in very mnatural state; ladies in their morning
gowns, forgetting chigoons, ete., joined In the
stampade, and costnmes were forgotten in the
weneral panle,

Mr, Deweese or
nis friends attempted to evade the responsibility,
since the question came up In the Honse, by
re g the money, but the evidence was 80 strong
and copclugive that the committee have decided to
ciose the case, ‘The resolution, with the testimony,
will be presented by General LO-TROTTOW, and
an oMort will be made to procure & vote withont de-
bate of delay. It 18 not unlikely that Deweese will
adopt the tactics of Whittemore, and resign in order

The scandalous Thompeon-Storey affalr is still
a reigoning semsation in the Chicago )m[u-rs,
The n[»(:rh;l war reporter of the” Posi, alter
giviog a detalled account of the battle, says:

There are many reports alloat concernlog the
seandalons affalr, and opiniovs in regard to ii
nre conflicting. It is reported that there were
two earrlnges on the avenue, one of which con-
tained the nssailants and Mr. Archy Gordon; the
other being occupled by four of Miss Thomp-
son's friends, The assallants and Mr. Gordon
state that there wns only one carriage waiting
for Mr. Storey’s appearance. This carriage had
been in waiting for some time. It Is nlso re-
ported that Mlsses Thompson and Markham
went to the Bherman House yesterday afternoon
in eearch of Mr. Brorey, with the intention of
cowhiding him.

A warrant was sworn out this morning by Mr.,
Btorey for Mr. Gordon's arrest, on the charge of
an asEanlt with o murderous weapon, and the
latter hearing of it, promptly went to the autho-
rities and gave ball in 2200 for his appearnnce
when required to do 2o,

Blonde staudpoint. Calling at the Matteson
House, he sent to inquire if he could see Mliss
Thompson ? Yes, he might, if he would excuse
her being in n terrible muss, Of course he
would, Il she would excuse his harry for an In-
terview, ete. Mige Thompson was found in the
midst of six huge trunks of the Baratogn pat-
tern, with tills ont, and with the gorgeous
plumes and tinselry pertainivg to Forly Phieves
and Foanhoe gushing from every portal.

Her fuce (it was about 2 o'clock P. M.) was
very white, and her bair, natural in ita texiure,
whatever may have been its chromatic history,
is of an exceeding blondeness.

Thompson insists that Mr, Storey's first
reply to her blow with the rawhide was n blow
with his cane. The only mark which she shows,
however, is a “barked’” knueckle; while Mr. Hen-
derson, whom she addreszes a5 “*Dear,” and who
is said to be legally entitled to that drslﬁ;mtion.
shows a eonsidernble contusion on the horizon
between his hair and forebead.

Thompson
alleges, with a shrug of the shoulder, and a
shocked expression of countenance, that Storey
repeatedly called her the most horrible names,
and that it was following one of these that she
leaped back from the carrlage and got In an ad-
ditional blow or two with the rawhide. She
stoutly denies that the editor of the Times was
held by any one when she inflicted these blows,
Bhe is sure she punished her man severely, and
feels satlsfied with the result. It is the first
scrape of the Kind, she says, in which she has
avar been engaged, having never been attackod
in such n way before.

The fair Lydia feels greatly cheered, she says,
by the evidences of popular sympathy which
beve been coming in ever since the whipping
oceurred. Among those who have offered their
testimony are several Iandies living mear the
scene of the rencontre.

Pauline Markham was found in her room,
having just returned from the rohearsal at the
(Il.xcm House. She was dressed in a neat white
white muslin wrap, and is as blondle as the other
in respect to hair and skin; but she is much
stonter, and looks vounger. Miss Thompszon
llgplem‘u anywhere from twenty-flve to—well,
there Is no femlnine age beyond twenty-five.
Miss Markbam was found mending the hat (a
bluck velvel one) which the fatal cane of Storey
so nearly demolished yesterday. Bhe men-
tioned that she had a good deal of a “lump” on
her head, but it hod gone down. None of the
blondes proper have been served with any ad-
ditionn! warrants since yesterday, though It s
understood that the ¢harge has been changed
to “nssanlt with ntent to kill." It looks s if
the blondes would “‘come up smiling” atl the
trial to-morrow moming.

The cliim of the Commonweaith to the surplus
fuud ol the Fhiladelphia Saving Fond Soclety Is
cleurly nnfounded, Neither the aet of #6th April,
1806, relating to literary, charitable, and religions
societies, nor the act of 17th A ril, 1540, for the
eschent of equitable interests withous o rightful
owner, appiies to this sociery. 1t has not the sean-
blance of & oharity, 1t 18 specifically a business cor-
poration for peouniary purposes; to receive de.
posits of money, inveat them for the security of the
depositors, and repay them with interest, The pre-
amble sets forth,in precise terms, 1ts sole purpose to
e li)mt of recelying and investing in publie stocks,
a substantial security on real ostate, the small mims
saved from the earnings of tradesmen, mechanics,
Inhorers, servants, and others, and of afording o
indastrious persons the aavantages of security and
interest.

The charter puthorizes the society o roc=ive, take
and hold reat and personnl estate by gife, devise and
beghient, 08 well as by porchase, loan, deposit aud
aivance, But sl these modes of acequisition
whether by gift or puarchase, are exproessly ah.-r»iurml
to be for the *oses, endes and purposes” of the in-
stitntion, which are pecanlary, and not charitabhie
in any sense of the tirin, legal or popular, Ihe
words gift, devige, bequest and legacy, denote any
nditionsl means given Lo effectunte the purposes of
the charter, and wre not indieative of 1ts purpofe or
design, ‘These torms are ased in many old charters
to describe modes of aoquisition, not ends to be
subserved, In this chiarter they are evidontly sab-
sldinry to the power to Invest to enable the goclety
to stremgthen Ite seenrities, by the use of all the
varions formg of assurance, I & father desire to
reinforee the faillog or doabtful security of his son,
Tis 8l might come in any of these modes,

Power (s also given to the soclety to “improyve and
angment” 1t property, evidently for the parpose of
creating a fund for ineressed security agoinst Josses
nnd fluctuntions in the value of Investinents. Thae
rents, income, and profits of the properiy are Lo be
applied 1o the “uses, endgs, and purposes” of the lo-
stitnuion, according to the rules and regulations of
the society 1tself, made or o be mide by it fally and
effectually as it could be (aneé by & nafural person.
This is o broad graut of power, vesting the fund to
be created under this anthority In the corporation
iteelf, not for any pardoeular cesfuni gue trust, but for
the general uses and purposes of the corporation,
It cannot be gald, therefore, to be properiy without
an owner. It has not only a lawfal owaoer,
but a continning, valaable, apd  specisl
purpose to subserve. The property thus im-
proved aml sugmented gsa a  safety fand for
the protection of depositors, the sovlety Is expressly
authorized to hold, enjoy, and retain to the use anid
purposes of the jpstitution, without any Umitation
whatever, Nor 18 danger to be apprelicaded rrom
this large grant of powers, the Legisistare having
récaived the power (o revoke and nnnul the eorpota-
tlon, ‘I'he want of stookholders sad prohibition on
the rnrpomtnl'ﬁ or managers o derive emolunment
from the fund does not rob the soclety of the expross
powers thus given, If there woere no beanetlielal
purposes to which the fond was devoted, the argu-
ment that it 18 without an owner might have some
force. But the obvious purpose of producing & Mnd
by improving and augmenting the property of the
soctety 18 to furnish an sdequate gecarity for the
repayment of depositors  The success attending
the administration of the Investment, in producing
the lurge sarplus now existing after nearly s centary
of good management, detracts nothiog from the
charter right to epjoy the accnmnlation for the true
purposes of the soutmﬁ. Besides the internal evi-
dence aforded by the charter itgelf, of the business
charucier of the corporation for pecuniary purposes,
the general Legislature of the State has heretofore
classed such institutions with other business asso-
olations, such a8 banks, insarance companies, eto,,
for varicus purposes , such a8 tuxes, unc almed aivis
denmds, ete,

This belog the true rhurafr of this soclety, it ls
obivious It 158 not the subject 6 escheat, and the pro-
ceeding to condemn {18 surplus fund (especially in a
mode pot preseribed by law) 18 llegal “and Inju-
rious, Let us, then, examine the procecding. The
nintk section of the act of 1585 directs the proceed-
ing Lo escheat property held by a corporation, con-
trary to the true Intent of that act, Lo be by “quao
warrauto, in all respects as 18 provided by law in the
case of the resumption of any corporate franchige”
Viewingithis a8 a case of charity, the commission of
the Auditor-General to the deputy-escheator {8 with-
ont authority and confers no power to proceed under
the act of 1550,

If the proceeding be considered a8 under the act
of 1800 to escheat property without o rightfal owner,
Another obstacle presents ftseil. Tue act of 1860
wholly omits to provide for {ta enforcoment. If we
might supply by intendment the mode of proceed-
fng necording to the act of 1787 because of the title
of theact of 1669, a8 *'a further supplement” to that
law, yvet the proceeding woula be fnapt and defec-
tive us applied to cases of trust property. Under
the act of 1787 the Inquiry I8 simply whether an in-
testate has died seized or possesssd, without lawful
helr or known kindred. It |8 true, it permits a
clatmant or party in possession to traverse the find-
ing of the inguest, and thos to raise a question of
rmpeny in & court of law, but the diMeulty woald
e to apply thig to the varied cases of trust. Can
the propeity be galzed and sold or rented Ly the
sheriff, nnder process directed to him in the mode
presoribed oy the act of 1787 ¢

This would displace the trustee who lholds the
legal title, is bound to use it to maintain the pur-
pose of the trust, and whose title and control may
have to remaln in ordeér to preserve the estate, amd
to protect ulterlor contingent or alteruative inte-
rests,

e procecdings under the act of 1757 would do to
determing an ordinary question of property, but
Judicial intendments would be insufficlent—it woald
require legislntive power to adapt it to the peouliari-
ties of o trust. Perhaps uothing short of equit
powers would be avallabie to mould the procesd-
ik to suit the exigencies of each particalar trust.

‘I'he proceeding to escheat the surplus fund being
illgal both in 1ts object and its mode, the Judge al
Nigt Prius wos right in enjoining it.  I'he act Is con.
trary to law, and is prejudicial to the interest of the
society and its depositors, No one oan doubt that
an attempt to wrest from It {ts surplus fund with
the apparent approbation of the Coart must fmpalr
it and cortall it bualness, and might subject it to s
eeasing of 1ta deposits, foroing it elther to suspend
payment or to lnpair its assets, by the saerifices
necessary to malntain Its solvency., We cannot view
the procecdings of the Auditor-General and his
deputy #s that of s soverelgn, to be resiwted
or to be arrested ; but by reason of 1ts entire want of
nuthority, we must declare it to be lllegal and vold
of sovercign sanction. FPersons thus proceeding
(legully do not represent the State, which s pre.
sumed to do no wreng, aud therefore to be enter-
talned, not becauss 1'110: are aoting as agents or
oMeers under {ts commission, but bicause they are
proceeding in viclation of right and contrary to law,
and have no legal commission to do the act they are
Si'allr‘lf to perform. 'The process of this court acts
upon them individually, sod not upon the State,
The degree of the Court of Nisl Prins s therefore
atlirmed,

This 18 @ most Important declsion, saving to the
Savings Fund Sociely upwirds of §700,000, which the
Commonwealth sought 1o have escheated on the
ground that it consisted of deposits the owners of
mhlnh lsd died, leaving Do lawful clalmants to

WasHNgTOxR, Feb, 28,1t baa recently trans-
pired what was eanse of the nousual activie for
several months pastatthe navy yardsin fittiog out
old and new naval vessels, and which has caused
#0 much speculation and comment, and by many
was supposed to be connected with the proposed
acquisition of 8t. Domingo. It §s true the
acquisition of 8t. Domingo was one of the
cnuses, but not the princlpal one, as itis now
positively known that the speedy and extensive
preparation of naval vessels, for which the BSee-
retary of the Navy has been severely censured
in some quarters, was in obedience to the orders
of the Prosident. The President had long since
come to the conclusion to take decided grounds
in the matter of Cuban affalrs, In fact was about
recognizing the insurgents as belligerents, and
with that intention In view, decmed itimportant
that our navy should be in such a condition as
to sustain and defend the act; hence the Navy
Department, in its activity and large expendi-
tures, was but obeying the President's orders.
The President was only restrained from earrying
out his intentions by the very strong protesta-
tions of certain of his advisers.

Work in the Philndelphin Navy Yard,
Special Despatehs to The Bvening Tolagraph,

Wasmsaron, Feb, 25, —Secretary Robeson
has issued orders to resumne work in the con-
struction and repalr and steam engineering
departments of all the navy yards on the flrst
proximo, and in the steam englocering depart-
ments of all the naval stations. At the Phila-
delphia Navy Yard nive haundred of the former
employes will be taken on in the construction
branch and seventy-five in the steam engloeering
branch. Great care Is to be exercised In the
seleetion of those to be employed.

The Denlein nnd the Asintie Fleet.

The United States steamer Benicin, Com-
mander 8. Nicholsoun, has orders from the Navy
Department to proceed from Portsmouth, N. II.,
to Singapore, through the Straits of Bunda, aud
report to Rear-Admiral Rowan, commanding the
Asiatic fleet. Sne will doubtless etop en roule
at Rio de Janeiro for supplies, ete., and after
leaving that place will visit Cape Town on spe-
¢ial public business; will then go to Natal, east
of Cape Colony, and from thence join the fleet.
The entire passage will be made under sall, It
waas the original intention of tbhe department to
have this vessel take the route throogh the Suez
Canal, but gpecial business prevented.

The Hodes-Viclo Patent,
Despateh to the Associaled Presa.

WasainagTos, Feb. 28,—The Hon. J. D. Cox,
Secretary of the Interior, has declded in the
matter of the Rancho Visitacion, Guadaloupe
Rodes Viejo, not to proceed In the éendeavor to
annul the patent, and has recommended to
Attorney-General Hoar that “no’further action
should be taken in the premises.," The Attorney-
General has, however, directed the matter to be
argued before him by Edmond L. Goold for
Plore Bayesque et al. for the patent, and Hughes,
Denver, and Peck In opposition. This is re-
curded only as a means of correcting a mistake.
